Non-elected claims 13-15 have been deleted. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest using an elastomeric bonding agent to adhere the flanges in a 
filter element fixation apparatus to a piece of cloth in combination with all of the other 
limitations of claim 1 . The examiner is relying on applicants' arguments on page 5, third 
paragraph through page 6, second paragraph of the paper dated 3/25/05 as the basis 
of the allowance.
